Ocu 4 -Thegreat crim- 
inal event of the century since the 
day when Abraham Lincoln was of- 
fered as a sacrifice to human liberty 
K ill soon be closed and the assassin by 
swift criminal prosecution will soon 
be on his way to the electric chair. 
We have all been mistaken in the 
character of this ruffian: with all his 
bad traits we at least gdvehim credit 
f^r courage, but even this questiona- 
ble attribute we now have to deny 
hijn—a more wretched, cowardly pol- 
troon never lived. 
Around the spot 
where the assassination was commit- 
ted were thousands who would have 
avenged our great President's takiag 
off, but the ruffian was a sham and a 
fraud, like the aged King Lear, a 
thing of shreds and patches, when 
brought face to face with a genuine 
mob. 
On bis way to prison when he 
saw the fierce rush and heard the 
sbrili cry, -Kill him: KiJi him! Kill 
him:" the miserable wretch, tremo 
ling like an aspen leaf, fell helpless to 
the ground, bis cowardly soul qSating 
at the cry. He was the" most deplora- 
ble, pitiful object, ana a more dis- 
graceful exhibition of poltroonery was 
never seen even by a criminal on the 
way to tLe electric chair, tie bad to 
be fairly dragged along on the ground, 
crying for pity and shrieking. 


Vet why should pity be extended to 


such an infamous wretch as her There 
is one peculiarity about this last as- 
sassination and that is the permanen- 
cy with which it is engraven on our 
brain. Never to be obliterated till 
the ttrave closes over us. and yet may 
God's mercy blot it out from our brain 
and enable us to forget it as the shad- 
ows of the night depart: otherwise we 
may suffer for a crime committed and 
which our natures athor to think of. 
It is tearful to have to suffer for au- 
otper's sin, yet. justice will not be sat- 
isfied till we learn of the assassin's 
speedy taking off. It is the certainty 
and speed of punishment that makes 
punishment at all valuable. Septem- 
ber will serve as a mile-stone by the 
way. and it will mark in our calendar 
one of tlie must fearful crimes of the 
century. While talking of our belov- 
ed President we pause for a moment 
to consider him who now holds the 
highest office in the gift of the Amer- 
ican people. What a wondrous cbange 
is there: In the silence of prayer 
sometimes we ask ourselves if it was 
not providential. Years ago we select- 
ed him as oneof the best and purest 
illustrations of the pure American. 
No sham, no fraud, no cheat. Good, 
solid granite all through. 
.For years his life has been before 
the people. From the character of 
the man, you would hardly believe 
him to be one of the besD expositors of 
civil service reform. Up to'this point 
in our hiatory, civ.l service reform had 
been a battledore and shuttlecock 
with 
our 
aspiring 
politicians 


and 
served 
to 
point a moral, 
and 
adorn a tale. 
Why, even 


our most, honest polincians. "or men 
so regarded, laughed heartily when 
the subject was mentioned at any of 
our political meetings. Our political 
jugglers swore that they believed in 
it, and every time they did so they 
committed the most flagrant perjury. 
But o_ur people are not all bad: here 
aod there we find gems of purity, hon- 
esty and abiding taitb in our govern- 
ment,. As the chief of our first board 
of civil service reform, 
Tneodore 


Roosevelt, now our President, made 
for himself a name that, will not soon 
be forgotten. The hosts of political 
footpads, highwaymen; the ringed, 
streaked aod speckled of every bad 
political organization banded them- 
selves together into one destroying 
host, swearing by every power that 
sin invokes to destroy this enemy or 
addition, division and silence. High 
official station should no longer be 
the reward »f active political villainy. 
It should only be given for honest 
political service, and if strictly fol- 
lowed up and uonesiiy indorsed, 
would make our nation the envy of 
the world. 


Theodore Roosevelt believed in re- 


turning honest service for the money 
he received: no forger or political jug- 
gler was he: be understood our lan- 
guage and read the law as he intend- 
ed to administer it. Like the ruler of 
old who wandered at night through 
the streets of Basdad. be believed 
nighl was the best time to detect 
crim Dais in the commission of their 
crimes and to deliver them for punish- 
ment to the law, bet many of bis ac- 
tive assistants bad no belief in his 
view of the law's administration; the 
forces were too strong against bim 
and bis next public service was as 
president of the board of police com- 
raisssonars. He found it honeycomb- 
ed with vice, law and justice at pub- 
lic sale, official advancement paid for 
with golden ingots which was receiv- 
ed from saloons, gambling bouses and 
places of crime. No infamous game of 
prostituted reward ever polluted the 
fingers of Theodore Roosevelt; he 
waa the man of nser> for the office 
that be held,full of honest fire for the 
service of the American people-Broad- 
brim vears-ago saw the germ of his 
greatness and the promise of a golden 
future, and closed with an apostrophe 
to his future aod the model of the 
young American of his day and gener- 
ation. If money was desired he'ccuid 
have acquired all he wished by a clos- 
er communion with his associates.and 
bis term of office ceased with the con- 
solidation of the fife borongbs in the 
greater City of New York. 


No sooner >was he released from

that important office than the Pre&i 
deal tendered him the assistant sec- 
retaryship of the navy, a position 
which, 
if 
illicitly administered, 
might give the administrator an in 
dependent fortune, but though poorer 
than many of the men of his caliber 
he spurned the golden prize as he did 
the dross over which be walked. lie 
was a straightforward, honest admin- 
istrator of his office and it was to him 
that Admiral Dewejr was indebted for 
his splendid elevation. But the com- 
mand of thousands of men engaged in 
the Amercian navy and the control of 
the mightiest fleet that ever ruled 
the ocean was still not enough to sat- 
is:y the full measure of his desire to 
serve 
his 
country. 
A 
single 
night's 
service 
in 
Cuba gave 
him a name that placed him among 
the foremost warriors of his time, and 
for centuries to come that desperate 
ride up San Juan bill will be told in 
history and in story like that of the 
six thousand who fell as a holy sacri- 
fice to human liberty in Uie conse- 
crated pass of Thermopylae. It was 
only a few days after the funeral of 
our late beloved President- chat New 
York awakened to the fact that Mr. 
Croker had abandoned his English es- 
tate at Wantage, and leaving his sta- 
bles and kennels in charge of his

It was almost 8 o'clock Friday even- 
ing when tbe members of the board 
of education assembled in Doctor 
Piatt*s office in the Chestnut street 
school building. It was the regular 
monthly meeting and all members ex- 
cept Mr. UutchinsoD, who is ill, were 
present. 
Tbe subject of the dismissal of the 
schools for the fair was taken up, and 
Or. Frew said he did not think diph- 
theria on the increase and that there 
were not nearly as many cases of sore 
throat which might be a light form of 
the disease as there were in the begin- 
ning. Butstill, be said, he thought 
the children ought not to be allowed 
to attend the fair. Dr. Piatt said the 
children were counting on at least two 
days. He also said that Health Officer 
Foster bad told bim there were only 
eight cases of diphtheria now aod thai 
all the children bent home on account 
of the disease could be back in school 
after the fair.Lj Mr. Burns said he 
thought it would be almost impossi- 
ble to keep the children from tbe fair 
but said tbe smaller ones should be 
Icept away. He ended his remarks by 
making a motion that the schools be 
dismissed Tuesday evening for the 
week. This carried and tbe childre n 
will have a vacation-

DEMAND ANJNCREASE. 


Fall River Operatives Vote to Go On 


Strike. 


Fall Biver. Mass.. Oct. 5.—The final 


preparations for the greatest indus- 
trial strike that the city of Fall River 
has ever experienced were made when 
the operatives, with the exception of 
the spinners, voted unanimously to go 
on.strike Monday morning. A confer- 
ence, with no result, was held be- 
tween the executive committee of the 
manufacturers' association and the 
textile council officers. Afterward the 
Tarions nnions met. The principal 
one was of the weavers. The resolu- 
tion to strike was adopted by a vote 
of 27 to 42. Tbe other figures were 
as follows: Loom-fixers, 164 to 5S; 
carders, 295 to 55; slashers, 95 to 22. 
In all cases the vote was made unani- 
mous, and this apparently means a 
strike on Monday morning. The rea 
son. for the strike which seems im 
pending is the declination of the man 
nfacturers to raise wages 5 per cent 
ia. line with the action of Mr. Borden 
of the iron works mills.

Commander Hodgson gave 
a graphic description of the battle off 
Santiago, describing the part taken tn 
it by the Brooklyn and explaining the 
change in the entry of that vessel's 
log-Commander Hodgson said he had 
been navigator or Commodore Scbiey"s 
flagship, the Brooklyn, daring the war 
with Spain and was on the bridge the 
day of the battle of July 3.
